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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that "boiling the rice having an 
oil film over the surface of each rice grain was supported by page 4, lines 17-21 . However, the listed citation merely states that an oil 
coating was made during frying, it does not state that boiling of the rice was performed while it had "an oil film over the surface of each rice 
grain" as claimed. Applicant argues that Takatsu et al do not recite cooling and individuating. However, Takatsu et al specifically recite 
cooling with air at 20 degrees C (approximately room temperature) after steam-cooking the rice (c 2, 1 7) and individuating by coating with 
oil (c 1, 1 68). In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that 
the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., cooling simultaneously with individuating, using a swizzle stick, and performing the claimed 
steps in any particular order) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
Applicant argues that Takatsu et al does not recite boiling the rice awith an oil film. However, Takatsu et al clearly teach that deoiling 
simply reduced the amount of excess oil, rather than eliminating ail of the oil (column 2, lines 35-51 ). 
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
